I have the honor to acknowledge the receipt of the correspondence from you, including 
my letter of Dec. 21st, relative to shortage of $1.50, in dimes, being 50 cents each on 3 bags in 
Transfer Order No. 12993.

Enclosed herewith I also send you a silver piece found in first bag 
opened, and received this morning on Transfer Order No. 13046, which proves the Mint does not 
handle piece by piece, it has no impression on either side of the dime.
